Chief Gu; Bender 
Reports Small 
Loss This Spring 


Guy Bender, chief of the Ever- 


glades Fire Control District, 
covers eleven counties in south 
Florida, states that his vast ter- 
ritory, under conditions prevail- 
ing during. te past several 
months, has been most fortunate . 
in the small fire losses. The worst 
fire experienced was down off; 
Miami several weeks ago and at 
the present there are trouble- 
some fires in the muck land west: 
of Ft, Lauderdale and one over! 
in the new ramey development; 
land north east of the canal at! 
Twenty Mile Bend. Neither of 
these are threatening but still; 
create a fire hazard. 
Records of the Control show 
that this summer has been the 
longest dry, growing losses, and 
low water table in the past fif- 
teen years and that greater fire 
lossés have not prevailed in al- 
most amiracle. 

Chief Bender accredits the 
low loss to the fire work done 
by the fire patrolinen and their 
ability to make quiek-reports to 
gum headquarters in Belle 

lade supplemented by the ad- 
ditional reporting done by the 
State Highway Patrolmen who 
work in conjunction with the fire 
patrol. 

At t&e present time the Con- 
trol has teñ fire patrolmen whose 
traveling cars are equipped witl 
two way radio outfits for re- 
porting purposes, who cover 
eight of the eleven counties of 
the district. St. Lucie, Monroe 


and Collier counties do not have | 


the patrol service. In addition 
the Control has at present 12 
fire fighting outfits located at 
tactical designated points. Here 
at Belle Glade is maintained a 
garage for the repairing of all 
disabled equipment used by the 
Control which means a big ex- 
pense saving.
